Resigns As Head Of 
Defense Council 

Challenger Moving to 
Cynwyd; Given Vote 
Of Thanks 

Because he is moving from the 
Borough into Lower Mcrion Town- 
ship Francis S. Challenger has re- 
signed as chairman of the Narberth 
Defense Council. 

He was one of the few to recog- 
nize the seriousness of the inter- 
national situation and headed the 
Narberth Defense Council when it 
was first organized in April. 1941. 
It was one of the first councils to 
be formed in the State and fol- 
lowed by only a month tne law 
passed by the State Legislature au- 
thorizing .such councils. 

Challenger, who has had interior 
decorating business in Cynwyd for 
years, will meve to 152 Montgomery 
av., Cynwyd. near hts place of busi- 
ness. 

"I believe it is the first duty of 
every defense official to set an ex- 
ample in their private and business 
lives which will uphold the prin- 
ciples of defense and preparedness 
which they advocate," he said. 

Challenger said that moving near 
his place of business would mean 
a great saving in his business of 
tires, gas and oil. 

His letter of resignation was read 
at a meeting of the Narberth De- 
fense Council Friday night by Bur- 
gess Richard L. Miller, the man to 
whom it was sent. Members of the 
Council voiced regrets that hs was 
going and gave him a vote of thanks 
on behalf of the Council and the 
people at large. 

His letter of resignation read: 

"As I am moving my residence 
from the Borough very shortly I 
hereby tender my resignation as 
chairman and as a member of the 
Council of Defense of the BDrough 
of Narberth, effective September 1, 
1942."

Wright Resigns as 
Defense Chairman 

Friction Existed with 
Members of County 
Council 

Friction between certain members 
of the Montgomery County Defense 
Council and Guier S. Wright, Rob- 
erts rd-, Bryn Mawr, led to his 
resignation as the Council's director 
general. 

From an official source in Norris- 
town yesterday it was learned that 
several members of the Council 
wanted to take over "complete ad- 
ministrative jurisdiction" to which 
Wright objected. 

At present S. Russell Matz, Hat- 
field, is in charge of the County's 
defense machinery. Matz was ap- 
pointed acting chairman of the 
Council when Walter A. Knerr, Nor- 
ristown, resigned as chairman. Matz 
for the present has taken over 
Wright's desk in the Grand Jury 
Room of the Court House where the 
defense headquarters is located. It 
is not known whether a new direc- 
tor general will be appointed or 
whether Matz will assume Wright's 
administrative duties temporarily. 

Wright is credited with, giving the 
County a "smooth working and high 
type Civilian Defense machinery 
which is rated one of the best in 
the State. Wright is one of the few 
who was working on the problems of 
home defense long before Pearl 
Harbor and, personally, had ac- 
cumulated a wide knowledge on the 
subject. 

When questioned about the resig- 
nation Wright said his reasons were 
"personal" and he had no comment 
to add. Wright's services were vir- 
tually voluntary as he only received 
an expense remunerative of $25 a 
week. 

Although storm clouds had been 
brewing Wright's resignation came 
unexpectedly when he informed 
Matz of his intentions at 4 p. m. 
Monday afternoon.

Urges Civilians To Take 
Short Water Safety Course 



The Senior Life Saving and 
Water Safety Course of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross takes a minimum 
time of 17 hours, which seems now 
a small amount of time when it 
may mean the saving of one's own 
life as well as others perhaps, 

A man's first aim upon being" 
forced to abandon ship or being 
thrown into the water should be 
to get at least 50 yards away from 
the ship to avoid suction of the 
ship's final plunge. After this hn 
must determine: 1. How long he 
is going to have to remain afloat 
2. What sea animals there are 
around, a. How close, his shipmates 
are. 4. What is floating nearby 
that can be used to hang on to. 
He should keep on light clothes. 
He should dive Into the water 
from the windward side of the 
ship so that he can escape from 
the oil and fire. He should use the 
breast stroke with short arm pull. 
;_ Since 1915,. when. the first Life 
leaving Course" wm"' started by 



Commodore Longfellow, the Ameri- 
can Red Cross has played a lead- 
ing role in instruction in saving 
life in the water. 

The present Life Saving and 
Water Safety course of the Red 
Cross is up to date and takes ac- 
count of rescues in the water by 
any means that may be available 
It is being taught all over the 
United States. The Main Line 
Branch sponsored a class which is 
now taking the course at the Mill 
Dam Club in St. Davids. Frank 
Holt,, assistant director of First 
Aid, water safety, and accident 
prevention, has been active In the 
instruction of this class so that 
two instructors have been able to 
give the members more individual 
Instruction. 

Reasonably good swimming abil- 
ity, such as swimming 440 yards, 
floating one minute, surface diving 
and treading water one minute is 
j required for entrance* to the course.

It was also revealed at the head- 
quarters that to date thirty-four 
"Minute Man" flags have been is- 
sued to Montgomery County indus- 
tries and business houses taking 
part in the payroll saving deduction 
plan for the purchase of War Bonds 
and Stamps by employes. In order 
to secure the flag, ninety percent 
or more of the employes must be 
purchasing Bonds or Stamps with 
part of the weekly salary.

We obtained permission from the author to republish below 
a letter to a Congressman. We think it eloquen ly speaks vol- 
ume in this perilous period, when time is so tr-g.c-ly precious 
and when so many vital things to be done are be.ng left undone 
because they are being put off "unt.l after election The lette . 
This letter is democracy at work. Th,s letter represents 
what we a'f fighting for. Thi's letter is the first . have ever wnt- 
ten to you or to any government official. 

For years I have sat back and watched selfish I.He ind.v.du- 
als and pressure groups write, telegraph or travel to Washington 
to ask for favors. , 

For years I have wanted to write or ask you for ,ust one 
favor— good, honest government for me and for all the people. 

But I wondered what my one lone letter— just like my one 
, one vo te_could do. So I didn't write. I didn t ask. 

Now at long last I am stirred up— the cause is so vital that 
I am writing my first letter— asking my first favor. It is this: 

You don't realize how much more willing I am to make sac- 
rifices to win this war than you think I am, and that goes for mil- 
lions of Americans like me who have yet to write their first letter. 
You underestimate us. 
So get us straight. 
Vote that $6,000,000,000 tax bill that doubles my income 

tax. 

Withhold 5 per cent— 10 per cent— of my savings next year. 

Make War Savings Bonds compulsory. 1 1 am already invest- 
ing I I per cent of my salary.) 

Put a ceiling on wages and all prices. 

Ration my gas— take my spare tire— take my car it you 

Ration my food— my clothes— my fuel. My great-grand- 
father got along on what I waste. 

Help Leon Henderson— he's got hold of a tiger by the tail. 
Help him hold it or it will eat us all. 

For once in your life, forget the folks back home. Vote a 
clear, firm "Yes" if it will win the war.

Mr. Detwiler issued a list of "Do's 
and Don'ts" for motorists regarding 
gasoline rationing, which follows: 

DON'T keep you ration book in 
the glove compartment of your car. 
DON'T under any considration 
five or lend your ration book to 
anyone else to use. 

DON'T take stamps out of your 
book to use in loose form, for this 
makes them void. 

DON'T fail to sign your ration 
book. 

DON'T attempt to use No. 2 
stamps until September 22. Until 
that date only the No. 1 stamps are 
valid. 

DONT succumb to the notion that 
you can get replacement of your 
book on the false claim that it has 
been lost. This has been unsuccess- 
fully attempted. 

DON'T use gasoline obtained on 
B books for purposes other than 
I those for which it was granted, be- 
cause you cannot get an additional 
I B book until after the expiration of 
I at lea.st three months. 
! DON'T use gasoline obtained on 
C books for purposes other than 
those for which it was granted, be- 
cause you cannot get an additional 
C book until the date stated in 
vour "tailored" C book.

DO always hand book to filling 
Nation attendant and see him re- 
move stamps. 

DO get the name and address of 
anyone who offers to sell you a 
bonk and send it. anonymously if 



circumstances of the loss, detructlon 
or mutilation. 

If the Board is satisfied that such 
book or coupons have been lost or 
destroyed, or so damagetd of mutil- 
ated as to be rendered unfit for use, 
it may, In its discretion. Issue a 
duplicate book or duplicate bulk 
coupons of the same class and in 
the same quantity as those sought 
to be replaced; it shall clearly note 
on the cover of any duplicate book 
issued the same expiration date, if 
any, that appeared on the original 
book. 

No person receiving a duplicate 
book or coupons under the above 
conditions shall use .attempt to use. 
or permit the use of the original 
book or coupons, but shall surrender 
such original book or coupons, if 
damaged or mutilated, to the Board 
at the time of issuance of the dupli- 
cate book; in the event that a lost 
book or lost coupons are found after 
duplicates have been issued, such or- 
iginal book or coupons shall be sur- 
rendered to the Board forthwith.

ADDITIONAL INFORMATION ON 
SUGAR RATION STAMP No. 8 

In answer to numerous inquiries from retail grocers as well 
as consumers," an explanatory statement regarding the value and 
term of validity for sugar ration stamp No. 8 has been issued as 
foUows: 

Stamp No. 8, which became valid August 23, may be used 
at any time up to and including October 31, and will be good 
for the purchase of five pounds of sugar during the ten-week 
period. Thus, the allowance of one-half pound per person per 
week is unchanged. 

Extension of the term of validity of Stamp No. 8 to October 
31, carries it through to the end of a calendar month, so that, if 
found desirable, future sugar ration periods may be set to coin- 
cide with the calendar month. 

Another advantage is that the five pound stamp value will 
permit the disposition of stocks of five, ten, and Jwenty-five 
pound packages of sugar now in the hands of refiners, whole- 
salers, and retailers, relieving the latter group of the task of 
repackaging into smaller units which it had assumed since the 
beginning of sugar rationing.

We were impressed mainly by one 
fact after watching the playoff ri- 
vals in action the last two week- 
ends — not one looks like a cham- 
pionship team. 

Not that the four teams are lack- 
ing in ability. It's Just that they 
,3eem to lack something. Usually 
you can recognize a potential cham- 
pion at this stage of the game by 
the way it goes about its work by 
the attitude of the players, by their 
reaction when the breaks go against 
them and by the way they win or 
lose. But that undeflnable some- 
thing isn't there this year. 

Perhaps it is due to the teams 
being so evenly matched. It's hard 
to say. Take Narberth fcr example. 
There's a club, on paper, that should 
be a cinch to walk away with the 
series. But there's a big difference 
between the team on paper and the 
one on the Held. It just doesn't look 
any stronger than the others and. 
frankly, may be lucky to survive 
the preliminary playoffs. 

We mentioned to Walter Hanley. 
league president, that the playoff 
rivals appear to lack something this 
year. He admitted he felt the same 
way and was just as puzzled as to 
the reason. 

"Not only do the teams lack 
something but the crowds do like- 
wise." he said while watching Sun- 
day's battle at Manoa.

The fans 
probably enjoy the games as 
much as usual but can't get all 
worked up over them. It's a 
normal reaction of wartime, we 
suppose.

Church Suppers 

Civic, educat on:i.. charitable, 
benevolent, religious and social 
.wifare organizations which serve 
iieals infrequently are now eligible 
:or sugar allotments under several 
conditions, A. B. Detwiler, Chair- 
man of Montgomery War Price and 
Rationing Board, announced today. 

Previously these organizations 
were permitted sugar only if they 
served four meals a week. 

The new order now makes sugar 
available for such functions as 
church suppers and bake sales, 
which earlier could not qualify for 
sugar allotments. Detwiler said.
